6. ) Eyewitness accounts detailing Flight 93's explosion prior to its crashing 

7. ) Aircraft debris strewn approximately seven miles from the crash site of Flight 93 

8. ) Unocal's role in its quest to build an oil pipeline across Afghanistan, plans implemented prior to 2001 

9. ) Carlyle Corporation's role in overseeing Unocal's quest to have an oil pipeline built across 
Afghanistan, plans implemented prior to 2001 

10. ) Role of remote-control software technology implemented in 9/11 hijackings and crashes 

11. ) George W. Bush's possible foreknowledge of the terrorist attacks on 9/11 

12. ) Role of the Northern Alliance in explosive growth of opium production in Afghanistan after U.S. 
military intervention 

We respectfully petition the Senate to make public the results of this investigation.

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The president of the Florida Holocaust Museum said Saturday 
that George W. Bush's grandfather derived a portion of his 
personal fortune through his affiliation with a Nazi-controlled 
bank. 

John Loftus, a former prosecutor in the Justice Department's 
Nazi War Crimes Unit, said his research found that Bush's 
grandfather, Prescott Bush, was a principal in the Union Banking 
Corp. in Manhattan in the late 1930s and the 1940s. 

Leading Nazi industrialists secretly owned the bank at that time, 
Loftus said, and were moving money into it through a second 
bank in Holland even after the United States declared war on 
Germany. The bank was liquidated in 1951, Loftus said, and 
Bush's grandfather and great-grandfather received $1.5 million 
from the bank as part of that dissolution. 

"That's where the Bush family fortune came from: It came from 
the Third Reich," Loftus said. 

Loftus made his remarks during a speech as part of the Sarasota 
Reading Festival. The author of "Unholy Trinity: The Vatican, 

The Nazis and the Swiss Banks," Loftus documented the Swiss 
bank accounts that harbored funds confiscated from Holocaust 
victims and the participation of Italian priests in smuggling Nazi 
war criminals to safe haven in Canada, Central and South 
America and the United States after the war. 

Although he said he had a file of paperwork linking the bank and 
Prescott Bush to Nazi money, Loftus did not provide that 
documentation Saturday. 

Loftus pointed out that the Bush family would not be the only 
American political dynasty to have ties to the "wrong side of 
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Nazi Germany, he said. 
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Loftus also reminded his audience that John F. Kennedy's father, 
an avowed isolationist and former ambassador to Great Britain 
profited during the 1930s and '40s from Nazi stocks that he 
owned. 

"No one today blames the Democrats because Jack Kennedy's 
father bought Nazi stocks," Loftus said. Still, he said, it is 
important to understand these historical connections for what 
they tell us about politics today. The World War II experience 
points out how easy it was then - and remains today - to hide 
money in multinational funds. 

That money flows into American politics today, he said, from "a 
series of multinational corporations behaving like pirates. They 
don't care about ideology; they care about money." 

Loftus' speech left many in tears. 

"l am absolutely shocked," said Nancy Krauss of Punta Gorda. "I 
wish this would have come out before the election. My husband 
voted for Bush. I don't think he would have voted for him if he 
would have known."

Religious violence 

In August, Human Rights Watch published a memorandum 
documenting violent attacks on worshippers of non-Orthodox faiths, 
and urging the Administration to challenge the Georgian government's 
failure to address the violence. More than 40 attacks have taken place 
this year; more than 80 violent incidents have been reported since 
1999. The assailants, civilian militants who are sometimes led by 
Orthodox priests, have meted out beatings, ransacked homes, and 
destroyed religious literature. The mobs target Jehovah's Witnesses, 
Pentacostalists, Baptists, and followers of other Christian faiths non¬ 
native to Georgia, attempting to intimidate them into abandoning their 
faith.

Encouraged by government and police inaction, the frequency of attacks is on the rise; three took place 
during the past week alone. On September 28 a group of militants attacked Jehovah’s Witnesses in 
Tbilisi and in the Marneuli district, causing serious injuries to about fifteen people; the attackers were 
attempting to prevent the Jehovah’s Witnesses from staging an annual assembly. There was plenty of 
warning and precedent for the police to have protected the Jehovah’s Witnesses, but according to most 
accounts they took no measures to do so. Two days later militants attacked Jehovah’s Witnesses just 
outside Tbilisi. The authors of these attacks, and their supporters, are well known to Georgian law 
enforcement agencies and to the Georgian public. 

While President Shevardnadze has spoken out against the attacks and ordered police and prosecutors to 
identify and punish" perpetrators, the authorities have failed to investigate seriously or make arrests. 

The leader of the majority of the attacks, Vasili Mkalavishvili, a defrocked Orthodox priest, openly claims 
to receive help from the police and security services. Police officers have failed to intervene to protect 
the victims and in some cases the police themselves have violently broken up prayer gatherings. We 
hope you will remind President Shevardnadze that particularly in the wake of the September 11 attacks 
all governments need to step up the fight against religious intolerance. We hope you will ask him for 
vigorous efforts to investigate and prosecute attackers, and to make publicly available a case-by-case 
description of actions taken to this end. 


Legal Reform /Torture 

Legal reform is necessary to combat torture and corruption, both of which are long-standing, endemic 
problems in Georgia. To date, the Georgian government has not implemented reforms that would 
prevent torture and provide redress to torture victims. Last year Human Rights Watch published a report 
detailing how current law severely restricts access to the courts prior to trial to hear complaints from 








































































S Jnu\H { lI°l Ce u WI J le th ! Georgian Parliament in 1998 adopted a new code of criminal procedure that 
would have allowed greater access to the courts, this reform was repealed in 1999, with the support of 
the Procuracy General and the Ministry of Internal Affairs. 


In June, the Georgian parliament enacted an amendment reinstating the right of witnesses to consult 
with a lawyer, which if implemented would mark progress. But other measures need to be adopted as 
well. Those under criminal investigation must have the right to submit a complaint of abuse directly to 
the court. Detainees must have prompt access to a lawyer of their own choosing, and anyone who has 
been mistreated by police or other security forces must have unimpeded access to impartial forensic 
medical examinations. We hope you will impress upon President Shevardnadze the need to implement 
these reforms.

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ISRAEL ACQUIESCES TO RESTRICTIONS 

ON ITS SOVEREIGNTY

For oyer 50 years Israel has fought for survival in a very hostile neighborhood. After winning 6 major wars, Israel still 
finds its sovereignty questioned by its Arab neighbors and the international community. Some six or more 
international or UN peacekeepers have been give the task of patrolling Israel's borders as well as cities like Hebron 
and Jerusalem. A new observer forces is being demanded by the Palestinian Authority today. 

As early as Israel s victory in its War of Independence, it was saddled with numerous United Nations entities and 
troops. It very borders were considered "temporary" and a "right to return" was granted to a hostile Arab population. 

Faced with continuous terrorist (fadeyeen) raids from Egypt, Israel joined France and England in a the Sinai 
Campaign (1956). After winning a great victory, Israel was forced to withdraw by US President Dwight Eisenhower 
and Secretary of State John Foster Dulles. They received promises of free passage through the straits of Eilat and a 
UN protection force in Sinai. Both of which evaporated in 1967. 

Israel s spectacular victory in the Six Day War gave it some breathing space from foreign intervention. Even the UN 
which had piled up a huge record of one sided anti-Israel resolutions, passed a fairly balanced one. Israel was not 
required to return to its old borders but to new secure ones following peace agreements. 

Unfortunately Israel had only a brief period of feeling secure. A certain concept (mechdal) set in the military and the 
public that the Arabs would never launch an attack on Israel. Though there are differences among historians, most 
agree that Israeli intelligence knew some 72 hours before Egypt and Syria launched their surprise attack on Yom 
Kippur 1973. Israel's political leadership including Golda Meir and Moshe Dayan consulted Washington and were 
told not to launch a first strike. We all know what disaster resulted. What many don't know is that Israel's desperate 
need for resupply was used by Washington to force Israel to submit to concessions in the post-war negotiations. On 
both the Syrian and Egyptian fronts Israel was force to withdraw from badly won territory with no gain. 

In the Peace for Galilee War of 1982, Israeli forces trapped PLO Yassir Arafat and his terrorist gangs in West Beirut. 
Northern Israel and Southern Lebanon were freed from his terror. The US and international community demanded 
that he be allowed to escape the encirclement and sail to Tunis free of consequences for the damage he had wrought 
in Lebanon and Israel. The media totally distorted Israel's military operation and left a black eye that has yet to 
recover. 


The Intifada of 1987 came and Israel was unable to defeat teenage Arab boys who threw stones at Israeli soldiers and 
civilians. Every time the army tried to control the situation it got very strong media and international condemnation. 
The result was a feeling of helplessness that ultimate led to Oslo. The view that there was no military solution to 
Israel's relations with the Arabs became common on the Left. 

The Persian Gulf War of 1991 was the most critical. Israeli acquiescence to restrictions on its sovereignty in recent 
history. Israel was always proud of its military tradition of fighting its own battles and not being dependant on foreign 
forces. When the US forced Israelis to cower in sealed rooms and not fight back against the Iraqi SCUD missile 
attacks, it had a major negative effect on Israeli morale and its deterrence level in the Middle East. The post-war 
period found Israelis weakened and led the Labor Party to begin negotiations on the disastrous OSLO 
APPEASEMENT. Labor leaders Shimon Peres and Yossi Beilin thought that by creating a Palestinian State in Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza they would bring an end to the historical conflict between Jew and Arab. They had another goal 
which was to limit Jewish sovereignty and increase Labor's election chances by pleasing Israeli Arabs. 

Once Oslo began in earnest, Israel began to face affront after affront to its sovereignty. A Palestinian army began to 


develop and constant anti-Jewish incitement began to be a regular PA feature in its schools mosaues TV and

The PA got bolder and bolder in its insults to Israel. From its pollution of Israeli water supplies to its harassment of 
Jews visiting the Temple Mount. The Moslem Waqf began to destroy Jewish antiquities on the Mount and no Israeli 
au on y s epped in to stop it. In almost every instance the Israelis backed down from insisting on their rights To the 
Israelis this may have seemed moderation but to the Arabs it was weakness. 

At Camp David (2000) Israeli Prime Minister Ehud Barak, PA leader Yasir Arafat, and US President Bill Clinton met 
to hammer out a final status "peace agreement" between Israel and the Palestinians. Barak made an offer to Arafat 
that would have been disastrous for Israeli security and Arafat REFUSED. Why? Simply put, Arafat was not 

prepared to make peace with Israel of any size. For him Palestine must rise on the ashes of a destroyed Israel with all 
the land from the "river to the sea." 

Following the breakdown of the talks, Arafat launched the terrorist Rosh Hashona War, attacking Jews all over the 
country Israd s responses were moderate at first but gradually increasing in deadliness. As Israel counter-attacked in 
both military and economic terms, a chorus of criticism arose. The Europeans, the UN, the Americans all demanded 
that Israel stop defending itself. International observers were demanded by the Europeans and the Palestinians The 
US wanted CIA or State Department observers. The Israelis, knowing full well the futility of biased observers 
opposed the idea. Judging from passed experience, I would predict that Israel will give in on this point. 

The Temple Mount is now totally off-limits to Jews although the right of Jews to pray there has been affirmed by the 
Supreme Court. The police chief has prevented them from exercising their rights under the threat of Arab violence 
Can you imagine the US (in the 60's) refusing to send in troops to protect the right of black students to attend public 
schools in the South, DESPITE the threat of White violence. P 

The erosion of Israeli patriotism began with the post-Zionist movement founded in academia in the 70's and 80's This 
movement taught that the Zionist movement was not based on the legitimate national cravings of the Jewish people 
It was described as the brutal exploitation of another people, the Arabs.

"Do you call me a fool, boy?" "All thy other titles thou hast given 
away; that thou wast born with." 



We're talking about King Lear and President George W - about 
the thin grey line between tragedy and comedy, between 
pathos and bathos. And we are walking the line. This war on 
terror, for the moment, is still a Ridley Scott sort of movie: all 
clenched jaws and derring-do. Not many laughs. But Robert 
Altman is waiting in the wings, ready to take over as black 
hawks go down and black farces begin. Absurdity is its own 
comeuppance. Altman's only problem may be knowing which 
absurdity to start with. Can it be the director of homeland 
security, Tom Ridge, dutifully explaining a few days ago (and 
1,300 incarcerated suspects later) why the FBI still hasn't 
located a single al-Qaida cell operating in the USA? "I think we 
should assume and operate under the notion that some are still 
in the United States...." 
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Some "notion", in very slow motion. Poor Tom's a-cold Can it 
be Mrs Bin Laden, explaining to readers what happened to 
Osama's kids when the Taliban banned schools? Oh, we "hired 
private tutors who taught them English and Arabic and maths 
and science. They also trained them to use the computer". 

New Labour couldn't have done it better, nuncle. But if I had to 
start anywhere this morning, it would be with the Mullah Omar 
If, that is, I - or anybody else - knew where he was. The 
missing mullah, after all, is not some malevolent genius, more 
a muddled plodder. He's the stocky, luxuriantly bearded village 
cleric plucked long ago by the Pakistan secret service to be its 
not very imposing front man in Afghanistan. He is, famously, 
one eye short of a pair (and three wives over the norm) His’ 
political skills, in the days after September 11, make him a 
natural contender for the Stephen Byers Foresight and 
Planning Award. He's been on the run ail.winter, mostly sighted 
riding a motor bike through outlying villages. He used to be 
Afghanistan's leader, an Afghan living among Afghans in a 
Kandahar house with animals in the front parlour. Not exactly 
an unknown quantity. But the combined strength of western - 
nay, world - intelligence hasn't laid a finger on him yet

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Is that a joke? It is becoming one We may still, just about, nod 
sympathetically as Osama does his Scarlet Pimpernel act 
again. He has always been damned elusive. Omar, thouqh is 
quite another matter. When he gets on his bike, he makes his 
secret pursuers - the spies in the sky, the agents on the ground 
- seem merely foolish. And once you start sniggering there is 
so much more to snigger over. 

Of course the World Trade Centre wasn't remotely funny. Of 
course the scenes of smoking rubble evoked sorrow and pitv in 
purest form But the rest of the show (to be honest) has been 
down hill ail the way. Anyone who is anyone in al-Qaida has 
done a flit, probably to Pakistan (though Pakistan is deemed on 
our side, and thus not subject to the kind of histrionic 
vengeance Ariel Sharon wreaks on Arafat). The evil empire 
meanwhile, fumbling with a dud box of matches and failing to 
set fire to its best training shoes, has signally failed to strike 
DacK. 


Is that because B-52s, unloading death by the thousand ton 
from a great height, have smashed its infrastructure? Perhaps 
But we're entitled by now to inquire: "what infrastructure'?" The 
hBI can t find one. The paperwork captured in Kabul and 
surrounds is goggle-eyed scribbling. Months pass, filled only bv 
n ^ e u ,c ?.’ unfulfilled warnings from US attorneys general and 
British chiefs of police. Nothing happens. Osama, even at the 
best of times, couldnt bring any momentum to his atrocity- 
making, but this is ridiculous. The special forces can't find the 
villain and the villain doesn't strike back. Missions impossible 
becomes mission wholly improbable. 


And that, at root, is the trouble with all this second-phase 
Saddam stuff. We were told, if you remember, to expect a new 
kind of war, blending the military, the diplomatic and the power 
of secret intelligence as never before. But there is, on 
examination, nothing new about Mr Bush's latest defence 
budget. It wants more of everything, to be sure, but the 
everything is old, heavy-duty kit left over from Gulf and cold 
war thinking. Here, one more time, comes son of star wars to 
confront a future menace which present policies are 
supposedly obliterating anyway. Nor, from Saudi Arabia to the 
EU, is diplomacy faring so well, either (as Dick Cheney has just 
painfully discovered). Which leaves the spooks swinginq and 
singing alone. Omar, I miss your apple pie. 


*T[ ore ^ an ever - ^e west needs its intelligence arms to 
take the strain. It needs to pick up a few of the real ringleaders. 
(Radovan Karadzic would be a start.) It needs to have precise 
information about Iraq's biological arsenals that can be used 
out in the open, to sway public opinion, not shiver Tony Blair's 
timbers in his private office. It needs to come clean about an al- 
Qaida threat which is in danger of becoming grotesquely 
overblown, swollen by bluster. It needs to get its thinking in 


There is no sign of that happening. (Why else should Britain's 
anxious generals unburden themselves to the Observer 
yesterday rather than Mr Blair?) On the con trary, we're back in 
the old bind of gab first and ponder later. We are parking our 
tanks on Saddam s lawn again without finding a gate to brinq 
them in through. That's not a matter of morality. If some 
ambitious Iraqi colonel, bank account stuffed and ambition 
fuelled, put a gun to the old despot's head and pulled the 
trigger, we could all rejoice. The Takriti tyrants have ruined 
their country and made victims of their people. Doing 
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something about them is, though, a matter of reality. 


Is Israel the final, blood-stained joke? Even Jewish comedians 
are finding that a hard connection to make. But it has in its 
own grisly way, become something akin to a joke. When Ariel 
oharon randomly rounds up hundreds of Palestinian camp 
boys and stamps numbers on them, we know we can either 
laugh or cry. And laughing is the harder option. 


Don t we see that one UN resolution goes with another, that Tel 
Aviv and Baghdad are under the same instruction? Don't we 
see that being tough on crime involves being tough on the 
causes of crime (as they grow, in pain, around Gaza)? Don't 
we see that consensus means sharing a purpose, which also 
means a common sense of humour? Don't we see how absurd 
how fast, our posturing has become? 


Intelligence is not just in the gathering, but in the application 
too. So ... out went the candle, and we were left darkling.
